Augustus, who reigned 
from 29 B.C. to 14 A.D., was the 
first ruler during the Roman Im- 
perial period. Since silver denarii 
of Augustus exist with hundreds 
of reverse types and in large num- 
bers, some collectors make a 
specialty of coins of this emperor. 
However,

emperor. 

Pictured above is one of the 
most common denarii of Augustus. 
It is a memorial coin, struck to 
mourn the passing of Caius and

For the many who may have rea- 
sonable doubts and questions about 
this cent, here is a resume of the

The first question most asked was 
why didn’t the owner sell the coin 
before?

This | 
new discovery and sale prompted | 
Don to attend the NENA Conven- 
tion in Worcester, Mass., Oct., 1958 | 
and there Walter Breen was shown 


the Bronze Cent. Through this 
meeting, Mr. Breen was allowed 
to examine, test, and verify its 


authenticity and sell the coin. This 
Bronze Cent was found before the 
Beyer’s cent. By this report it| 
would be the first one ever discov- 
ered and proven genuine. Mr. | 
Breen has examined the Beyer’s 
cent which he states is also authen- 
tic but has more wear than the 
Lutes’ cent. 


Here are the tests performed and 
report: 


1. Alterations. No trace of tool 
marks on the coin or near the 
date under a 60 power glass, 

2. Copper Plated — Weight. The

The 
workmanship immediately iden- 
tifies it; portrait, lettering, and 
numerals differs from a genuine. 
The Lutes’ coin matches in every 
detail the die work of a regular 
zinc-coated steel cent of 1943. 


. Replicas, Is by far tne closes to 
appear as genuine. Blank plan- 
chets accidentally slipped past 


the press dies, containing proper 
weight, alloy and measurement. 
A die can be made by pressing a 
genuine coin into a soft steel 
cylinder which is then case hard- 
ened. Thus a replica die, which 
can be very convincing and fool 
the average collector. The die 
used on the blank planchet, the 
coin would pass all of the above 
tests.

Washington, D, C.—Dr. V. Clain- 
Stefanelli, curator of the Smithson- 
ian Institution’s coin collection, an- 


nounces that this collection now | ‘ 5

consists of nearly 90,000 specimens. 





It contains coins and medals of all | 
periods and metals as well as paper | 


currencies. 


The collection had its start 
1793 at the United States Mint in 
Philadelphia. Each year the chief 
coiner would set aside a specimen 
of each type and date of coin mint- 
ed. This mint collection was trans- 
ferred to the Smithsonian after the 
First World War. 


To this collection have been add- 
ed coins of foreign countries of all 
periods in various metals from 
iron to gold and platinum. In addi- 
tion, extremely valuable coin col- 
lections have been presented to the 
Institution by private donors. 


Beginning with Ptolemy I of 
Egypt, 323-285 B.C., who was the 
first man to place his portrait on a 
coin, nearly every famous person 
in history will be found portrayed 
on coins and medals in the Smith- 
sonian collection. This adds great- 
ly to the historical value of the 
collection for, in many instances 
such portraits are not to be found 
in any other medium of art. 


Of special interest is the long 
series of Roman portrait coins 
which begins with Julius Caesar 
and continues to the late Roman 
Empire some 500 years later. While 
the Romans never surpassed the 
Greeks in art, they did excel in 
portraiture and their rulers are de- 
picted in a realistic fashion. 


There are many coin denomina- 
tions that are closely interwoven 
with history and literature, and 
such pieces cannot fail to arouse 
the curiosity and interest of the 
visitor. Among the ancient coins 
will be found the widow’s mita and 
the tribute penny mentioned in the 
Bible. The Venetian ducat, the 
florin of Florence, and the Spanish 


doubloon, which for centuries ruled | to 


the money markets of the world, 
are on view, as are other denomi- 
nations of lasting fame. 


Of unusual interest in the United 
States series are the denominations 
that once circulated but for some 
reason or other proved to be neither 
necessary nor popular, These in- 
clude the half-cent, the two-, three-, 
and twenty-cent pieces, and the 
trade dollar. 


Perhaps the question most fre- 
quently asked regarding the collec- 
tion is what it is worth. This ques- 
tion, the curator explains, cannot 
be answered, for the collection con- 
tains many unique pieces that have 
never been offered on the coin 
market, and so there is no basis 
by which to estimate their value. 
Whatever monetary value might be 
placed on the collection would be 
small in comparison with its artis- 
tic and historical worth.

Mint Errors 
We are constantly answering cor- 
respondence offering us coins that 
are sent to us as very scarce, rare, | 
unique, and ultra unique, etc. as | 


Number 1. Minor hairline die} 
cracks, filled letters and parts of 
dates, as filled “O,” filled “D,” etc. 
This type is not desirable to a mint 
error collector, especially since he | 
desires far off-center coins. 


Number 2. Rotated dies, where 
the reverse does not line up with | 
the obverse is, again, of no impcr- 
tance to the mint error collector. 
This happens frequently on all 
types of coins, especially in some 
instances the half cents can be col- 
lected with reverse cff-center in 
all positions around the clock. In- 
dian cents, Shield Type, Liberty | 
Head coins, etc. have been seen 
with rotated reverses. We have} 
seen modern coins like a 1956 
Franklin Half Dollar with the re- 
verse turned, Yes, even on proofs. 


Number 3. Weak struck letters, 
weak features of design, weak 
dates, etce.—This is unimportant al- 
so to a mint error collector. It is 





nothing but a poorly struck coin. 


Number 4. This is the worst of 
the lot. Chemically cleaned, plated, 
ete., so-called (Brass Cents). In 
the past year we have looked at 
hundreds of rank “phonies.” They 
look brassy but are nothing more 
than chemically cleaned or plated 
which appear as brass cents. 





are the staters of Lydia, in Asia 
Minor, which were coined about 
700 B.C. These crude little globu- 
lar-shaped pieces were made from 
a natural alloy containing 75 per- 
cent gold and 25 percent silver. 
These are the first coins “invented” 
by man. 

Examples of the first silver coins, 
silver staters from the island of 
Aegina, are also in the collection, | 
and these date from about 600 B.C. 

One section of the United States’ 
portion of the collection is devoted 
the pattern or experimental 
pieces which were made at the 
Mint as early as 1792 and continued 
up until fairly recent years. Many 
of these designs were never adopt- 
ed, but they served a useful pur- 
pose in helping our designers ar- 
rive at a design that would be at- 
tractive as well as resistant to wear. 


The collection of Lincoln medals 
and tokens which is on display in 
the Coin Room was formed by the 
late Robert Hewitt of New York. 
It comprises 1,300 pieces and is the 
largest of its kind in existence. 

The exhibit of paper money is 
divided into seven periods, the first 
of which is devoted to the notes 
issued by the Thirteen Colonies 
previous to the time of the Revo- 
lution. This is followed by the is- 
sues authorized by the Continental 
Congress from 1775 to 1779. 

Following this is a representa- 


tive exhibit of the notes issued by 
private banks from 1800 to 1860, 








THE FLYING EAGLET 


H.A.N.A. 
25th Anniversary Medal 
Mr. Bruce D. Busey, artist and 


designer of the Heart of America 
Numismatic Association’s Twenty- 
fifth Anniversary Medal was born 
in Quenimo, Kansas and spent the 
major portion of his life in Kansas 
City, Missouri. Mr. Busey began 
his art training at the Kansas City 
Junior College in 1954 and has ex- 
tended his education in this field 
at the University of Missouri. 


About the medal, Mr. Busey has 
this to say: “My design commemo- 
rating the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the H.A.N.A. was a stimu- 
lating challenge. I tried to depict 
the essence of coinage and its rela- 


tion to Man, subjectively and ob- | 


jectively. On one side of the medal 


| I have shown the first hand oper- 


ated coin press of the United States. 
This machine was a crude, slow 
device which stamped the metal 
into a set jig and thereby produced 
a coin. The other face of the medal 
shows the Liberty Memorial and a 
sky-line of Kansas City. This rep- 
resents the heart of the association. 
The obverse is dedicated to the 
H.A.N.A., whereas the reverse sym- 
bolizes the essence of the coin col- 
lectors’ association.” 


The entire medal was rendered 
with a simplicity of design in order 
to avoid confusion and stress di- 
rect communication. A _ similarity 
of the handling of the elements of 
this medal and that of the old Rou- 
manian and German work can also 
be seen. The medal is 35 mm. in 
diameter and was struck in a metal 
of nickel-silver composition. The 
years 1934 and 1959 represent the 
number of years for which the as- 
sociation has been organized. On 
the reverse side H.A.N.A. honors 
the Central States Numismatic So- 
ciety and its 17th annual conven- 
tion on April 24, 25, 26, 1959.

Tokens” around 1837-1844 and are listed by Low in his reference on the 
subject as No. 120. There are between 13 and 20 varities of this scarce | 


cent. Here is a brief description of the Feuchtwanger cent. Observe: 
Eagle clutching a snake facing right. Reverse: One cent enclosed in 


wreath, around the outside of the wreath are the words: Feuchtwagner’s

For in- 
stance: the Key Coins of the Lincoln Cent series are the 1909-S VDB, 
1909-S, 1914-D, and 1931-S. It is usually advisable to get the Key Coins 
of a series first because they are the hardest to get and they are the 
first to rise in value. 


Q. Where are the designer’s initials on the new Lincoln Cent re- 
verse? Is this the first time two men have designed a single coin? - 
C. H., Los Angeles, Calif. 

A. Frank Gasparro put his initials near the bushes on the right side 
of the Lincoln Memorial 

As for the second question, not by a long shot, a few of our gold coins 
have been designed by two men, a great many of our commemoratives 
In several instances one man designed the obverse, another the re- 
verse or sometimes they worked together on one side. 


Q. Could you list the different types of Mint Errors? — R. K., Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 

A. Blank—A disk having reached circulation without striking. 
Process: flat rim, Second Process: milled or rolled rim. 

Clip—A coin resulting from the punching machine cutting into an 
already punched out adjacent hole. 

Defective Planchet (Flaking, etc.)—A 
annealed metal. 

Incused—What happens from failure to eject previous coin (two plan- 
chets in die at same time). 

Multiple Struck—A coin struck twice because of failure to eject coin 
after first strike. 

Off-Center—An error resulting from a coin being struck out of align- 
ment with dies. 

Off-Metal—A coin being struck on a planchet designed for another 
metal. For Example: A dime struck on a cent planchet. 

Oversize—A coin resulting from excessive pressure causing the die 
collar to expand. Thus allowing planchet to expand.

Thick—A coin resulting from an ingot not being rolled down to 
standard size 

Thin—A coin resulting from an ingot being rolled down beyond 
standard size.

1937 cents and nickels reeded at a local machine shop. He sold them 


as a novelty at the 1941 A.N.A. Convention.
